“Public Enemy No. 1” is 
the title given to Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers and 
vice president of the AFL 
CIO, by Rep. Edgar W. Hie- 
stand, 21st District Republi¬ 
can, speaking at a meeting 
of the Sierra Madre Kiwanis 
Club last Tuesday. 

“The most dangerous man 
in America today, Walter 
Reuther,” said Hiestand. “is 
dangerous because he’s both 
brilliant and ruthless. He’s 
both a shrewd politician and 
a pitiless dictator. 

“His shrewd political acu¬ 
men was shown by his re¬ 
cent grandstand play for re¬ 
duction of living costs by 
demanding the auto makers 
reduce the price of their cars 
$100, although the increased 
costs of the last coerced pay 
raises far exceeded that 
amount per car. 

- “DATING FROM the time 
when he and his brother 
Victor spent a long session 
studying in Russia and de¬ 
clared they would soon re¬ 
turn to ‘Sovietize America,’ 
down through his importa¬ 


tion of the sitdown strike in 
Detroit and through the 
present his is a long record 
of violence and coercion. 

“Reuther and Jimmy Hof- 
fa have much in common 
with Harry Bridges and oth¬ 
er labor racketeers. They 
have utmost contempt for 
small business, for small 
union, tiie individual worker 
or the public. They publicly 
espouse Big Business and 
Big Labor, and 'public be 
damned’.” 

The worker needs a Bill of 
Rights, Hiestand said, and 
legislation must be enacted 
for his protection as well as 
for the general public. 

HIS BILL of Rights should 
include: 

1. Right to elect own offi¬ 
cers by secret ballot. 

2. Right to recall officers 
by secret ballot (or elections 
annually by law). 

3. Right to strike or refuse 
by secret ballot (it is said 
secret ballot would have 
prevented at least 75 per 
cent of strikes). 

4. Right of minority to 
protection (as well also as 


majorities from entrenched 
cliques). 

5. Right of free speech 
(right to criticize) without 
ghastly reprisals. 

6. Right to protect welfare 
funds (bank depositors, in¬ 
surance policy holders, all 
fiduciary organizations are 
presently protected), 

7. Right to protect funds 
from improper use (espe¬ 
cially' political without con¬ 
sent of members). 

8. Right to work! (The 
right to seek and obtain em¬ 
ployment without restriction 
as to race, color, creed, po¬ 
litical affiliation, union 
membership or non - mem¬ 
bership, is the right to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness guaranteed by the 
Constitution to every citizen, 
union members and non¬ 
members now specifically 
denied.) 

9. Right to refuse to be a 
party to a boycott policy 
which eventually increases 
his cost of living. 

10. Right to refuse to par¬ 
ticipate in featherbedding 
which eventually' increases 
his cost of living. 


"No one in this room is 
opposed to religious train¬ 
ing," Moyer said. “But we 
are here to get the full 
value from our tax dollar, 
every hour of every day 
that our children are in 
school." 

Dr. Lowell Jackson, school 
superintendent, said that re¬ 
leased time, from the point 
of view of the educator, can¬ 
not be looked upon as a 
separate item. 

"We must consider how 
much is being taken from 
our curriculum over a pe¬ 
riod of time by many 
functions. I'm very jealous 
of school time. 

“If a released time pro¬ 
gram is adopted, we will 
have to take steps to see 
that the time is not wast¬ 
ed and that the children 
would not miss any basic 
work." 

Following the meeting, 
both Rev. McPheeters and 
Rev. Schaper indicated that 
they will work for the defeat 
at the polls of Board Mem¬ 
bers Barrett, Hugh Colvin 
and Mrs. Nathan Jacobs.

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ORDINANCE NO. 591 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
CALIFORNIA, PERTAINING 
TO THE COLLECTION OF 
GARBAGE, NON - COMBUS¬ 
TIBLE REFUSE, TRIMMINGS 
AND COMBUSTIBLE MATE¬ 
RIALS, AND PROVIDING 
FOR THE COLLECTION 
THEREOF AND FOR FEES 
TO BE PAID FOR THE 
SERVICES IN CONNECTION 
WITH SUCH COLLECTIONS; 
AND DECLARING TOE UR¬ 
GENCY HEREOF. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS: * 
Unless it is apparent from 
the context that another 
meaning is intended, the 
following words and terms, 
as used herein, shall have 
the meaning attached to 
them by this Section. 

A. “Person” shall mean 
and shall include firms, cor¬ 
porations, associations, part¬ 
nerships, societies, church 
organizations and individu¬ 
als. 

B. “City” shall mean the 
City of Sierra Madre. 

C. The term “Garbage” 
shall mean and include all 
refuse, accumulations of an¬ 
imal, fruit or vegetable mat¬ 
ter that attend the prepara¬ 
tion, use, cooking, consump¬ 
tion, decay, dealing in or 
storage of meats, fish, fowl, 
fruits or vegetables. 

D. The term “Non-combus¬ 
tible Rubbish” shall mean 
and include waste materials 
including glass, tin cans, 
metal bottles, crockery to¬ 
gether with miscellaneous 
scrap, including but not lim¬ 
ited to metals from mainte¬ 
nance or repair of homes 
and yards and from the re¬ 
placement of furnaces, water 
heaters, electrical equipment, 
wash tubs, bed springs, 
lounge chairs, fences, wire 
screens, ornamental iron, 
nursery cans, minor automo¬ 
bile repairs, barbecue con¬ 
struction. incinerators, tool 
boxes and miscellaneous au¬ 
tomobile parts, ashes, if 
placed in a closed container, 
and other similar waste ma¬ 
terials, provided however no 
piece or parcel of any such 
material or materials shall 
weigh in excess of one hun¬ 
dred (100) pounds or be in 
excess of eight (8) feet in 
length. 

E. The term “Combustible 
Rubbish” shall mean and 
include all refuse, paper, 
wood, packing materials, 
rags, garden, tree, shrubbery 
and lawn trimmings and 
cuttings, leaves, discarded 
combustible building mate¬ 
rials arising from building 
maintenance or minor alter¬ 
ations and other combusti¬ 
ble waste materials which 
may be readily consumed by 
fire, but shall not be con¬ 
strued to include garbage, 
tin cans, rocks, dirt, con¬ 
crete, metals, auto parts, or 
other similar non-combusti¬ 
ble materials, nor heavy 
trees and branches. 

SECTION 2. It shall be the 
duty of every tenant, lessee 
or occupant of any private 
dwelling house, and of the 
manager or person in charge 
of every hotel, restaurant, 
eating house, boarding house, 
or other building where 
meals are furnished, and of 
the owner of every flat, 
court, or apartment house 
and of every other person 
having garbage for disposal, 
to provide without expense 
to the City and to at all 
times keep within said 
building or on the lot on 
which said building or build¬ 
ings are situate, suitable 
and sufficient water-tight 
garbage receptacles equipped 
with suitable handles and 
lids. Each such receptacle 
shall have a tight fitting 
cover for receiving and hold¬ 
ing without leakage or es¬ 
cape of odors all the gar¬ 
bage which would ordinarily 
accumulate in said building, 
buildings or on said lot in a 
period of one week. Recep¬ 
tacles for garbage for each 
private dwelling, duplex, flat 
and apartment house shall 
have a capacity of not less 
than 3 gallons nor more 
than lti gallons. Receptacles 
for garbage from all other 
places shall have a capacity 
of not less than 10 gallons 
nor more than 16 gallons. It 
shall be unlawful to keep, 
place or deposit garbage on 
private premises, except in 
the type and size of recepta¬ 
cles specified herein. Recep¬ 
tacles for garbage shall not 
contain any paper except 
such reasonable amount 
thereof as shall be necessary 
to line the container or re¬ 
ceptacle itself. 

Non - combustible house¬ 
hold rubbish as hereinabove 
defined, shall be placed in 
not more than two substan¬ 
tial containers (metal or 
similar type materials, such 
as laminated wood, plastic 
or fiberboard) which shall 
have a total capacity not 
greater than thirty (30) gal¬ 
lons and shall not contain 
any such materials in ex¬ 
cess of eighty (80) pounds 
per container. Said recepta¬ 
cles or containers shall be so 
placed as to be readily ac¬ 
cessible to a contractor. 

Combustible waste mate¬ 
rials as hereinabove defined, 
which may or might be 
blown about the street, shall 
be placed in substantial con¬ 
tainers (metal or similar 
typo materials, such as lam¬ 
inated wood, plastic or fiber- 
board). Each container shall 
have a capacity of not great¬ 
er than 55 gallons and shall 
not contain any such mate¬ 
rial in excess of eighty (80) 
pounds per container The

Surely ihe hunter’s direct 
aim and fire is far more hu¬ 
mane. 

The most concentrated 
hunt for deer in the annals 
of California occurred dur¬ 
ing the hoof and mouth epi¬ 
demic of 1925. Attempting to 
suppress the disease among 
deer, more than 20,000 mule 
deer were killed by govern¬ 
ment hunters on a portion of 
the Stanislaus National For¬ 
est.

total capacity shall not be 
greater than l 1 ,4 cubic yards 
per collection. 

SECTION 3. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person in the 
City to deposit any garbage, 
non combustible or combus¬ 
tible refuse or rubbish upon 
any street area, gutter or 
public place or way except 
as hereinafter provided in 
Section 8 hereof. 

SECTION 4. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person to col¬ 
lect garbage within the City 
unless such person has a 
valid contract with the City 
so to do. 

SECTION 5. No person, 
firm or corporation shall col¬ 
lect or remove any garbage 
or refuse from any premises 
in the City of Sierra Madre, 
nor convey same upon or 
along any public street of 
said City without first hav¬ 
ing obtained a permit so to 
do; provided, however, that 
this section shall not apply 
to any person in the employ 
of the City of Sierra Madre 
who shall be assigned to the 
w'ork of garbage or refuse 
collection or disposal. No 
such permit shall be re¬ 
quired of any landscape ar¬ 
chitect, tree surgeon or 
building contractor, licensed 
by the City of Sierra Madre 
for his respective business, 
solely for the removal of de¬ 
bris resulting from the oper¬ 
ations of any such business 
for which he is licensed; nor 
of any person, firm or cor¬ 
poration licensed by the City 
of Sierra Madre performing 
work as an independent con¬ 
tractor for the abatement of 
weeds, the clearing of land, 
or the regular and continual 
maintenance of premises in 
the City. 

SECTION 6. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person to 
bury garbage at any place 
within the City. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to 
dump or spread garbage on 
the surface of the ground for 
drying, composting or mulch¬ 
ing. This section shall not 
prohibit the feeding of gar¬ 
bage to fowl, so long as the 
garbage does not accumu¬ 
late and become offensive to 
humans. 

SECTION 7. The following 
fees are hereby established 
as the fees to be paid the 
City for services rendered in 
the collection and disposal 
of garbage, and of combus¬ 
tible and non - combustible 
rubbish: 

(a) For each single family 
or duplex dwelling, $1.42 per 
month, including the sum of 
$0.02, which is applicable to 
the expense of collecting the 
fees provided for herein, in 
accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of Section 11 hereof. 

(b) For commercial estab¬ 
lishments which shall in¬ 
clude apartment houses, 
multiple family dwellings, 
hotels and similar dwelling 
units, or for unusual accum¬ 
ulations of garbage, com¬ 
bustible and non-combusti¬ 
ble rubbish, or for all other 
places not otherwise provid¬ 
ed for herein, rates shall be 
charged as may be agreed 
upon between the City Ad¬ 
ministrator of the City and 
the person or persons from 
whom such garbage, com¬ 
bustible and non-combusti¬ 
ble rubbish is collected, but 
in no event shall the fees 
for the collection and re¬ 
moval of garbage, non-com¬ 
bustible or combustible rub¬ 
bish exceed the following:

SECTION 8. All such gar¬ 
bage receptacles, combusti¬ 
ble or non-combustihle con¬ 
tainers, shall be placed for 
collection and removal in 
the parkway adjoining the 
premises from which the 
same is to be collected not 
more than twenty-four (24) 
hours prior to collection 
days, provided, however, 
that the collection of gar¬ 
bage or combustible mate¬ 
rials from commercial estab¬ 
lishments where access may 
be had from an alley, shall 
be made from such alley, or 
from the parking area used 
in connection with said com¬ 
mercial establishments. 

SECTION 9. It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person whose 
garbage, combustible or 
non-combustible rubbish has 
been collected by the City as 
herein provided for, to wil¬ 
fully fail, neglect or refuse, 
after demand by the City, to 
pay the fee or fees as herein 
described for such services 
and in the manner provided 
for in this Ordinance. 

SECTION 10. The fees pro¬ 
vided for herein shall be 


charged and billed as a 
monthly service charge. No 
credit shall be allowed for 
a portion of a month's serv¬ 
ice. The City Treasurer shall 
be responsible for all monies 
collected and shall deposit 
the same in the Water Fund 
of the City. 

Where it can be shown 
that garbage, combustible 
and non-combustible collec¬ 
tion services are not re¬ 
quired, and a survey or in¬ 
spection of the premises 
bears out such fact, the 
Street Superintendent, or 
such other person as the 
City Council may from time 
to time designate, is hereby 
empowered to cancel or ad¬ 
just such charges in a prop¬ 
er and equitable manner. 

SECTION 11. The method 
of collecting the fees pro¬ 
vided for herein shall be as 
follows: 

The City owns and oper¬ 
ates the City water system. 
Bills are sent out by the City 
each month for water con¬ 
sumed. It is hereby deter¬ 
mined by said City Council 
that the bills for water serv¬ 
ice shall also be the medium 
for billing and collecting 
garbage, combustible and 
non • combustible materials 
fees, during the months in 
which the bill was rendered. 
When the regular water bill 
is rendered for a particular 
location and there appears 
thereon a charge for gar¬ 
bage, combustible and non- 
combustible materials col¬ 
lection, the total sum shown 
on said bill shall be paid as 
a unit and all of the provi¬ 
sions of Ordinance Number 
522, as amended, and the 
amendments thereto apper¬ 
taining to collection of fees 
for water service shall apply 
to the total amount shown 
on the statement for both 
water service and garbage, 
combustible and non - com¬ 
bustible materials collection 
service. 

Where garbage, combusti¬ 
ble and non - combustible 
materials are collected at lo¬ 
cations where water is not 
consumed, a separate month¬ 
ly bill shall bo presented to 
the person liable for the 
services charged. The collec¬ 
tion of such charges shall 
be governed by the provi¬ 
sions of the general law. 

SECTION 12. The City 
Council may from time to 
time by Resolution adopted 
at any regular meeting of 
such City Council, specify by 
rules and regulations the 
days, hours and manner of 
the collection of garbage, 
non - combustible and com¬ 
bustible materials in the 
City. 

SECTION 13. Any person 
violating any of the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and upon convic¬ 
tion thereof shall be punish¬ 
able by a fine of not more 
than $300.00 or by imprison¬ 
ment in the City Jail or in 
the County Jail of the Coun 
ty of Los Angeles for not 
more than three months, or 
by both such fine and im¬ 
prisonment. 

SECTION 14. If any provi¬ 
sion of this Ordinance or its 
application to any person or 
circumstances is held inval¬ 
id, the remainder of the Or¬ 
dinance or the application 
of the provision to other 
persons or circumstances 
shall not be affected. 

SECTION 15. This Ordi¬ 
nance shall become effective 
December 1, 1957. 

SECTION 16. Ordinances 
No. 460 and 530 of the City 
of Sierra Madre, and all oth¬ 
er amendatory thereof, shall 
be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

SECTION 17. The immedi¬ 
ate adoption of the forego¬ 
ing Ordinance is urgently 
required for the preservation 
of the public peace, health 
and safety and for the spe¬ 
cific reasons that on and 
after December 1, 1957, the 
City of Sierra Madre will be 
without an appropriate and 
applicable Ordinance gov¬ 
erning the collection and 
disposal of garbage and rub¬ 
bish and the absence of such 
an Ordinance will present 
serious problems affecting 
the public peace, health and 
safety of the citizens and 
residents of said City. 

SECTION 18. The City 
Clerk shall certify to the 
adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to 
be published once in the 
Sierra Madre News, a week¬ 
ly newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation in the City of Sierra 
Madre, and thereupon and 
thereafter the same shall 
take effect and be in force.

After the cookies have baked 
and cooled, frost with powdered 
sugar frosting and trim with 
decorator icing as desired. 
GINGERBREAD BOYS 
«'/ 2 C. silted flour 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. allspice 
1 tsp. ginger 
1 tsp. cloves 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
Yl C. shortening 

1 C. brown sugar 
1 Zt C. molasses 

*/i C. cold water 

2 tsp. soda 

3 Tbsp. cold water 

Sift together flour, salt and 
spices. Cream shortening and 
brown sugar together. Mix in 
molasses. Stir in Vs C. cold water. 
Blend in sifted dry ingredients. 
Dissolve soda in 3 Tbsp. cold 
water and mix into dough. Chill 
dough thordughly. Roll out to Vs 
inch thickness and cut in desired 
shapes. Place far apart on lightly 
greased baking sheet. Bake at 
350° until, when lightly touched 
with finger, no imprint remains. 
Baking time will vary with size 
of cookies. Allow 15 to 18 min. 
for 2%-inch round cookies. 

Raisins and bits of candied 
fruits for eyes, nose, mouth and 
buttons may be pressed in cook¬ 
ies before baking. Add frosting 
decorations after cookies have 
cooled.
